A  Community  Dialogue  on  Israel 


n  any  given  day,  the 

attention  of  the  world  is 
turned  to  events  in  Israel 
and  the  Middle  East.  As 
I  write  this  article,  there  are  news 
reports  concerning  captured  Israeli 
soldiers,  prisoner  exchanges,  future 
Palestinian  leadership,  debates  over 
the  Settlements,  the  growing  Iranian 
threat,  Israel’s  leadership,  the  face  of  the  Pro-Israel  lobby 
and  much  more.  It  is  overwhelming  to  try  to  keep  up  with 
all  the  issues  affecting  our  Homeland. 


Our  mission  as  a  synagogue  is  not  merely  to  pass  on  current 
events  as  they  happen.  Part  of  our  educational  mission  must 
be  to  cultivate  an  honest,  sophisticated  and  deep  connection  to 
Israel  among  all  our  members.  We  communicate  a  love  for  and 
engagement  with  Israel  at  every  level  of  learning.  Our  schools 
teach  our  children  about  Israel  in  the  Bible  and  in  our  prayers, 
and  about  the  modem  state.  Our  congregational  trips,  from  the 
Young  Family  Mission  to  teen  trips,  create  an  active  and  ongoing 
face-to-face  connection  with  Israel  and  Israelis. 

Our  Shabbaton  this  year,  on  January  22-23,  reflects  our  effort 
to  leam  about  Israel,  know  her  history  and  present  challenges, 
understand  her  culture,  hear  from  her  leadership  and  build  a 
community  dialogue  that  will  last  well  beyond  the  weekend  itself. 

Our  Shabbaton  Chairs,  Darcy  Dalton,  Nadine  Habousha 
and  Barbara  Weinstein  have  assembled  an  extraordinary  list  of 
presenters,  who  will  approach  Israel  from  many  angles.  Yasher 
koah  to  the  committee  and  to  Rabbi  Julia  Andelman  for  their 


planning  and  for  all  their  hard  work  to  organize 
the  weekend. 

Our  featured  speaker  is  Ambassador  Michael 
Oren.  Long  before  his  present  position  of 
leadership,  many  of  us  knew  of  Ambassador 
Oren’s  scholarship  as  author  of  the  best-selling 
Six  Days  of  War:  June  1967  and  the  Making 
of  the  Modern  Middle  East.  We  are  deeply 
honored  to  host  the  Ambassador  and  look 
forward  to  welcoming  him. 

Dr.  Ken  Stein  will  speak  on  “Arab-Israeli 
Negotiations:  Lessons  from  Sixty  Years  of 
Experience,”  and  Dr.  Stephen  P.  Cohen  will 
speak  about  Track  II  negotiations.  As  senior 
professor  of  history  at  Emory  University  and 
Director  of  the  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Modem 
Israel,  Dr.  Stein  has  become  the  “go-to”  person  when  it  comes  to 
Israel  education.  Dr.  Cohen  is  widely  known  as  an  authority  on 
the  Israeli-Palestinian  peace  process. 

We  are  also  excited  to  hear  from  Gershom  Gorenberg,  an 
Israel  historian  and  expert  on  the  Settlements.  And  lest  things 
get  too  serious,  we  will  laugh  together,  entertained  by  Yisrael 
Campbell,  Israel’s  premiere  standup  comedian.  Our  own  cantors 
will  conclude  Shabbat  with  a  congregational  Havdalah. 

No  matter  what  the  theme,  the  Shabbaton  is  a  chance  to 
build  community.  I  distinctly  recall  being  awed  last  year  by  the 
crowd  at  the  Shabbaton  and  the  friendships  that  were  formed  and 
reinforced  as  so  many  members  came  to  leam  together.

Let  Us  Know  What  Is  Happening 


Maimonides  wrote  in  his  Mishneh  Torah  “It  is  a  mitzvah  to  visit  the  sick,  comfort 

mourners,  accompany,  eulogize,  and  bury  the  deceased,  and  escort  and  rejoice  with  a 
bride  and  groom.  These  acts  fall  under  the  rubric  of  gemilut  hasadim  -  deeds  of  loving¬ 
kindness  -  and  are  not  measured  in  terms  of  quantity.”  The  Torah  considers  these  mitzvot 
as  the  fulfillment  of  a  basic  tenet  of  Judaism:  v’ahavta  Treakha  kamokha  -  love  your  fellow  as  yourself 
(Leviticus  19:18).  Just  as  we  would  want  others  to  comfort  us  and  rejoice  with  us,  we  are  commanded  to 
mourn  and  celebrate  with  fellow  members  of  the  community.

The  New  Year  Of  The  Trees  Is  Coming! 

Why  a  new  year  for  trees? 


n  ancient  times,  farmers  needed  to  know  how  old  a  fruit  tree  was  in  order  to  know  whether  or  not  its  fruit 
could  be  eaten.  (See  Leviticus  19:23-25).  In  the  1 6th- 1 8th  centuries  Jewish  mystics  in  the  city  ofTzfat  (Safed) 
created  a  Tu  BiShvat  observance  that  focused  on  the  “four  worlds”  of  creation  according  to  the  Kabbalah.  With 
the  establishment  of  agricultural  settlements  in  Palestine  in  the  late  1800’s,  Tu  BiShvat  came  to  symbolize  the 
revival  and  redemption  of  the  land.  In  modem  Israel  Tu  BiShvat  is  celebrated  with  tree-planting,  especially  by  schoolchildren.  In  the 
USA  in  the  last  25  years,  Tu  BiShvat  has  become  a  Jewish  ecology  awareness  day,  with  attention  to  recycling  and  other  ways  of  caring 
for  the  earth. 


1.  Eat  fruit!  Since  Tu  BiShvat  is  the 
1 5th  day  of  the  month,  some  people 
have  the  custom  to  eat  1 5  different 
kinds  of  fruit,  with  preference  to  kinds 
of  fruit  that  grow  in  Eretz  Yisrael. 
These  days  we  can  sometimes  find  in 
our  grocery  stores  fruits  that  actually 
were  grown  in  Israel.  Look  for 
persimmons,  Jaffa  oranges,  avocados. 

2.  Eat  fruit  and  grain!  Some  people  eat  the  Seven  Species 
for  which  Eretz  Yisrael  is  known:  “a  land  of  wheat  and  barley, 
of  vines,  figs,  and  pomegranates,  a  land  of  olive  trees  and  [date] 
honey.”  (Deuteronomy  8:8) 

3.  Have  a  tree  seder!  In  the  16th- 18th  centuries,  a  special 
order  of  service  was  compiled  for  Tu  BiShvat.  Modeled  on 

the  Passover  seder,  it  includes  drinking  four  cups  of  wine, 
progressing  from  white  to  red  to  symbolize  the  transition  from 
winter’s  rain  to  the  full  heat  of  summer.  You  can  find  a  modem 
version  of  the  Tu  BiShvat  Seder  at  www.myjewishleaming.com. 
(Click  on  the  Holidays  tab,  then  on  Tu  BiShvat  in  the  pulldown  menu.) 

4.  Read  Psalm  104,  which  glorifies  the  earth  as  God’s 
creation. 

5.  For  another  focus  on  the  number  1 5,  read  some  or  all 
of  the  15  “Psalms  of  Ascent,”  Psalms  120-134.  (we  sing  Psalm 
126,  known  as  Shir  Ha-ma  ’alot,  before  Birkat  haMazon,  Grace 
After  Meals,  on  Shabbat  and  Festivals.) 

6.  Read  a  book  or  story  about  trees.  Suggestions  from 
the  Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library: 

Pearl  Plants  a  Tree  by  Jane  Breskin  Dalben 
Once  There  Was  a  Tree  by  Natalia  Romanova 
A  Tree  is  Growing  by  Arthur  Dorros 
A  Tree  is  Nice  by  Janice  May  Udry 
The  Never-ending  Greenness  by  Neil  Waldman. 


7.  Find  more  information  on  Tu  BiShvat. 

Go  to  www.jtsa.edu/About/JTS_Stories/Tu_Bishvat.xml  for 
activities,  recipes  and  environmental  tips  from  JTS. 

8.  Plant  a  tree  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 

9.  Grow  your  own  tree  of  Jewish  knowledge.  Mark 
your  calendar  to  attend  a  program  or  class  described  in  this 
Bulletin  or  in  the  Winter/Spring  Program  Calendar. 

10.  Visit  Central  Park  to  admire  the  trees.  To  learn 
more  about  trees  in  the  city,  read  New  York  City  Trees:  A  Field 
Guide  for  the  Metropolitan  Area  by  Edward  S.  Barnard.  The 
book  includes  photographs,  tree  silhouettes,  leaf  and  fruit 
morphologies,  and  charming,  informative  explanatory  texts.  It 
has  four  sections:  “The  Best  Places  to  See  Trees”  (insider’s  tips 
and  helpful  maps);  “New  York  City’s  Great  Trees”  (a  directory 
of  the  oldest,  strangest,  most  beautiful  trees);  “The  Tree  Guide” 
(identification  by  leaf  shape  and  size);  and  “Sources  and 
Resources”  for  future  investigation. 

11.  Sing  all  the  songs  you  can  think  of  that  mention  trees. 

12.  Plant  a  daffodil  or  tulip  bulb  that  will  flower  soon. 

1 3.  Cut  or  buy  forsythia  branches,  bring  them  inside,  and 
watch  the  buds  swell  and  bloom. 

1 4.  Feed  birds.  The  Shabbat  closest  to  Tu  BiShvat  is  always 
Shabbat  Beshallah.  In  the  parashah,  God  gives  the  Israelites 
manna,  and  Moses  instructs  them  to  collect  a  double  portion  on 
Friday  because  none  will  fall  on  Shabbat.  There  is  a  midrash  (a 
story  about  the  Torah  text)  that  some  people  wanted  to  have  a 
little  fun  with  Moses;  they  spread  some  manna  on  Friday  night, 
so  on  Shabbat  morning,  it  would  look  as  if  manna  had  indeed 
fallen.  During  the  night,  birds  came  and  ate  all  that  manna,  so  in 
the  morning,  there  was  no  embarrassment  to  Moses.  Some  people 
feed  birds  on  Shabbat  Beshallah ,  to  thank  them.  Since  birds  live 
in  trees,  the  custom  ties  in  nicely  to  Tu  BiShvat.

The  Limud  Program

e  learn  from  the  Torah  that  each  of  us  is 
created  b  'tzelem  Elohim ,  in  the  Divine  image. 
With  this  in  mind  the  PAS  Congregational  School 
created  a  program  for  children  with  special  needs 
ten  years  ago.  The  goals  of  Limud  are  threefold: 

To  develop  an  understanding  of  disability  and  inclusion  based 
on  the  understanding  that  each  of  us  is  created  in  God’s  image 
and  that  we  are  more  alike  than  different. 

To  create  an  empathetic  and  welcoming  attitude  toward 
people  with  special  learning  needs. 

To  provide  religious  school  instruction  to  children  with 
special  learning  needs.  Just  as  the  Haggadah  tells  us  to  teach  each 
child  according  to  the  question  s/he  asks,  we  strive  to  teach  each 
child  in  a  way  that  he  or  she  can  understand  and  to  help  each 
child  to  feel  comfortable  and  successful  with  Jewish  learning. 

These  goals  have  been  strengthened  in  meaningful  ways  at 
PAS  this  year  with  a  self-contained  class  and  an  inclusion  model. 

On  Wednesday  afternoons,  there  is  a  Limud  II  class  for 
children  in  grades  3  and  4  with  mild  to  moderate  learning 
challenges,  such  as  language  or  auditory  processing  difficulties, 


attentional  factors,  and  PDD/Aspergers  on  the  Autism  spectrum. 
This  class  follows  the  PAS  curriculum,  emphasizing  learning  of 
Hebrew,  prayers,  holidays,  biblical  stories,  and  love  of  Israel. 
Students  join  together  with  the  other  fourth  grade  classes  for 
music  and  dance.  In  this  class  of  seven  students,  we  are  able  to 
individualize  for  each  child’s  specific  needs  and  modalities  of 
learning. 

On  Thursday  afternoons,  students  in  Limud  I  (grades  K-2) 
and  Limud  II  (grades  5-7)  attend  regular  Congregational  School 
classes  with  a  special  education  teacher  in  the  classroom  to 
shadow  each  child’s  needs  and  growth  (the  inclusion  model). 

This  year  is  the  first  that  we  have  the  special  ed  teachers  in  the 
classroom  for  support,  and  we  are  finding  this  model  to  be  highly 
successful.
